Detection of an Impostor. 


Some time ago, the agent of the American Society received a 
letter from a gentleman in Massachusetts, informing him that a 
person calling himself Moses Ruden, and professing to be a de- 
scendant of Abraham, was in that part of our country. The ac- 
count he there gave of himself, as received from our correspon- 
dent, was “‘ that he came from Lubec, Maine, where his:parents 
lived, and where was a Synagogue of 60 Jews ; that on receiving 
Christ, he was obliged to leave them and seek his bread else- 
where.” Our correspondent also informed us that, on‘inquiry, 
he had ascertained there are no Jews in Lubec. 7 

About the time of the receipt of this letter, the person calling 
himself Moses Ruden, arrived in this city with a beard several 
inches long ; and with a letter of introduction from our Auxiliary 
at Worcester, Mass. upon whom he had practised imposition.— 
His story here was, tliat he was born in Lubec-square, London, 
and that his parents were dead. ‘The sympathies of a few mem- 
bers of the board for the descendants of Abraham, and his plau-. 
sible professions of great piety, induced them to advance hima 
sum of money, and to procure him lodgings in a respectable 
boarding-house in this city, until hiscase could be submitted at 
the regular meeting of the Board. In the mean time, the discre- 
pancies of his Massachusetts and his New-York stories, being as- 
certained and communicated to him, and he being unwilling, and 
most probably unable, to give the friends upon whom he had im- 
piianid any satisfaction, as to the fact of his having received the 
seal of the Abrahamic covenant, left his lodgings, and has net 
been heard of since. ‘ 

As it is probable this individual may attempt to practice im-, 











position upon some of our friends and auxiliaries, as a convert, 
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from Judaism, we thus publish him; and request the editors of 
7 with whom we exchange, to publish him as an indi- 
vidual with whom we have no connection, and in whom we have 


no confidence. 
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REPORT OF MR. SIMON. 
New-York, September 27, 1824. 

_ Gentkmen—I directed the first steps of miy late agency to Bostay, 
in the hope of convincing the Boston Ladies’ Society, by a testimony 
ftom Seripture, and my own experience—that the only way of promo- 
ting genuine Christianity among the Jews, is by “ gathering them under 
the sound of the gospé¢l”—in a country where liberty of conscience js 
the privilege of all. Three fourths of the society I found decidedly in 
favour of uniting im the design of the Parent Society. 

As my arrival in Boston was not till after their annual meeting, ] 
niade known my testimony through the medium of the public print, 
under a deep consciousness that in so doing I pleased God rather than 
men. It has been well remarked, by one of the first* luminaries of the 
Chureh of England, with regard to the same subject,—“ The Church, 
and even the world, expect a Millenium of their own device and es- 
tablishment; hence the zeal manifested with respect to the heathen— 
and the hopelessness observable with reference to the restoration of 
ithe Jews, although God hath appointed the latter as the means of ac- 
complishing the former—thus the second advent of Messiah shall 
come asa snare upon many, who, like their unbelieving counterparts 
of old, have made other calculations than of God’s revealing. But 
though the nations rage—and the people imagine a vain thing—the 

urpose of the Lord shall stand—for not till Messiah is set up as king 
ufion his holy hill Zion, shall the heathen be given for his inheritance, 
and the uttermost parts of the earth for his possession.”” In other 
words—not until his covenant people is restored to say, “ Blessed be 
he that cometh in the name of the Lord,” shall the nations walk in the 
light of the New Jerusalem, i 

Those who study the mind and will of erring men, rather than of 
(xod, ery, “ Why should these Jews have a national Church? in oth- 
er words—why should they be restored to their own olive, from which, 
by unbelief, they were broken off?”? Why do they aspire thus to lift 
up their heads? because (vain reasoners) our redemption draweth 
nigh. Says the wisdom of the world, “ Let them be amalgamated” — 
but “thus saith the Lord,” “ While sun and moon endure, Israel shalt 
not cease from being a nation before me for ever.” 

I have been urged to make these remarks, knowing that many are 
misled by the opinions of men, who would be in no danger of falling 
tnto error, if, like the noble Bereans, they would search the scriptures 
daily, “proving whether these things are so.” 

‘My visit to Maine, and part of Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
was truly refreshing to my soul. Already pious ministers of more than 
gne denomination, hail the existence of a Hebrew Christian Church, 
as the touchstone, which shall try and divide between Christians and 
st¢tarians—while, as a bond of union, it will assimilate those Christians 
of all denominations, who are only separated by the names and opinions 
of human invention. Prayers are already offered up from many pulpits 
in New-England for the prosperity of literal Zion, to which let us ree

The Second Annual Report of the Auxiliary Society of Bristol, R. 1., 
for Melorating the Condition of the Jews. 
Bristol, April 7, (884, 

As a Society, we have espoused the cause of the Jews. We avow 
ourselves their friends. We stand pledged to pray for them, and to 
afford our aid for their conversion, and to shelter from persecution those 
who embrace the Lord Jesus as their Messiah. We are bound to love 
them, not in word and in tongue only; but in deed and intruth. It woul@ 
be injustice to them and to ourselves to recede from the ground we have 
taken. It would be abandoning a most delightful work of benevolence. 
We are fully of the opinion that the prospect of ultimate success is more 
and more encouraging. And if it were not, we should feel it to be our du- 
tyto goon. The “sure word of prophecy” concerning the future obe- 
dience, and happiness, and glory of Israel; the commands of the Lord, 
which we cannot evade, and the obligations of gratitude which we are 
under to that people who have been our spiritual instructors and libra- 
rians, plainly show, that it is our duty to come forward and help them. 
This duty is made the more evident by the fact that many among them 
are now willing to be taught; and are thankful for every act of Chris- 
tian kindness, and are eager to receive the gospel of the grace of God. 

Is it a duty to labour for the conversion of the heathen; to send them 
missionaries, and school-teachers, and Bibles? And is it delightful to 
look upon those little verdant spots in the wilderness, on which the light. 
of heaven shines, as upon another land of Goshen, and see the heathen 
gathering around to receive instruction and the ordinances of the gos- 
pel? And are the children of Abraham to be overlooked in this work 
of benevolence? Have we no bowels of compassion for the outcasts of 
Israel? Shall the “daughter of Zion” always be a mourner, and for- 
* saken, and our pity not be excited? Does not the Lord say, “ Com-~ 
fort ye, comfort ye my people. Speak ye comfortably to Jerusalem, 
and cry unto her that her warfare is accomplished, that her iniqui- 
ty is pardoned?” Does he not say, “prepare ye the way of the 
people : cast up, cast up the highway; gather out the stones ; lift up 
a standard for the people. Behold the Lord hath proclaimed unto the 
end of the world, say ye to the daughter of Zion, behold, thy salvation 
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cometh; behold, his reward is with him, and his work before him. 
And they shall call them the holy people, the redeemed of the Lord; 
and thou shalt be called, sought out, a city not forsaken.” 

We cannot but feel that we are called upon to make special exertions 
in favour of that unhappy portion of men who have so long been the 
objects of scorn and reproach among the nations of the earth. Let 
no one say that the time has not yet come. This is forming a conclu- 
sion without any premises. Let Christians make those efforts which 
they are bound to make, and then, if they utterly fail of gaining the 
hearts of the Jews, and find them still persisting in unbelief, it will be 
time enough to conclude that the period has not come. For the pre- 
sent, let us go on cheerfully and perseveringly with the work, trusting 
in the mercy of God, that he will “ feed his inheritance and lift it up 
for ever.”

AN ADDRESS TO ALL THE SCATTERED JEWS. 


According to Daniel, ix. Messiah, the most holy prince, came and was 
anointed above 1800 years ago. For there were to be seven weeks 
(or 49 years) from the mission of the commandment, to restore and 
build Jerusalem. In the 49 years, or 7 weeks, the temple was to be 
built : thence to the baptism of Christ, were 62 weeks, (or 434 years.) 
In the midst of another week, Messiah was to be slain, and so cause the 
daily’ sacrifice to cease: that is, in 3 1-2 years from his baptism by 
John, the Elias. For the sacrifice of his body ended the old cove- 
nant and its laws, and punished transgressions, and caused sacrifices 
and oblations to cease. Therefore, Isaiah, the son of Amos, spake by 
the spirit 778 years before the end of the old covenant, and com- 
mencement of the new, that the time would come, that “he who 
burned incense or offered an oblation, was as if he blessed an idol,” 
(ch. Ixvi.) “or offered swine’s blood.” For obedience is better than 
sacrifice. ‘The Most High dwelleth not in temples made with hands; 
but the high and lofty One who inhabiteth eternity, dwells with him 
also, who is of a contrite and humble spirit. God now requires mercy 
and not sacrifice, and the knowledge of himself more than burnt offer- 
ings. The sacrifices of God are a contrite heart: a broken and con- 
trite spirit, O God! thou wilt not despise. 

This prince Messiah was to come out of Bethlehem Ephrata, as Says 
Micah, v. 2. “ Out of thee shall he come forth unto me, that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have been from of old, from ever- 
lasting.” He is king over that kingdom of which Daniel spake, 
which should stand for ever; and whose dominion hath no end. For 
he is that little stone cut out of the mountain without hands, that shall 
become a mountain or kingdom that shall cover the whole earth; break- 
ing into pieces all other kingdoms, turning swords into plough-shares, 
spears into pruning-hooks, and suppressing the occasions of all wars. 

The head of the image shown to Nebuchadnezzar in a dream, Dan. ii. 
and which was as gold, was the Babylonian monarchy, over which he 
was king. The Persian monarchy was the breast and arms of silver; 
the Grecian monarchy was the belly and thighs of brass; and the Ro- 
man was symbolized by iron, which metal is strong, breaking the three 
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previous empires to pieces. Now Daniel says, in the days of these 
kingdoms, shall the God of Heaven set up a kingdom, which shall ne- 
ver be destroyed, and which shall break in pieces, and shall consume 
all these kingdoms. ‘This kingdom of God is symbolized by a little 
stone, cut out of a mountain without hands, smiting the image on the 
feet. Now if this dream and the interpretation of it is sure, Messiah’s 
kingdom has come; and the stone, which ye have refused, is be- 
come the head of the corner, agreeably to Ps. cxviii. You may see his 
mountain, or kingdom, described in Micah, iv., as established over all 
other mountains and governments. But agreeably to Isaiah, viii., he 
and his kingdom has been your stone of stumbling, and a rock of of- 
fence.—F or you were out of the life and spirit of Moses and the pro- 
phets, and expecting an outward king and kingdom, ye mocked the 
Messiah when he appeared in the flesh. David saw and called him 
Lord, in Ps. cx. 1. He ascended on high, led captivity captive, and 
received gifts for men, yea for the rebellious, that the Lord might dwell 
among them; Ps. Ixviii. For,says Isaiah ix., “ Unto usa son is born; 
unto us a child is given; and the government shall be upon his shoulders, 
and his name shall be called the Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, 
the Prince of Peace ; and of the increase of his government and peace 
there shall be no end.”—He was of the seed of Abraham, Jesse, and Da- 
vid, according to the flesh, but according to the spirit, is here declared 
to be the Mighty God, that shall reign on the throne of David for ever. 
This is the seed of the woman that bruises the serpent’s head; the seed 
of Abraham, agreeable to Gen. xxii. 18, in which all who are in it are 
blessed.—And Isaiah, who was in the Holy Spirit, declared he should be 
born of a virgin; Isa. vii., “ Behold a virgin shall. conceive, and bear 
a son, and shall call his name, God-with-us.”’ In Ps. ii. he is called 
the Son of God. In Isa. xi. he is called not only the red of Jesse’s stem, 
but the root of Jesse. He was to stand as an ensign to the people; te 
it the Gentiles were to seek, and his rest was to be glorious. And we 
Gentiles, who have come under his standard, have found his rest glori- 
ous, resting from our own works as Jesus did from his,to serve his Fa- 
ther. Ye who take counsel, but not of God, who cover with a cover, 
but not of his spirit, are rebellious children, as is said in Isa. xxx. 1. Ye 
hear and see, but do not understand nor perceive ; and so are not con- 
verted nor healed, as is said, Isa. vi. 9. How long this will be so, may 
be seen in verse 11. 

Daniel says, in ch. viii. 14, the sanctuary will be cleansed after 2300 
days or years. But from the time your daily sacrifice shall be taken 
away, and the abomination that maketh desolate set up, shall be 1290. 
days or years, and blessed is he who cometh to 1335; .Dan. xii. In 
those days, saith the Lord by Jeremiah, ch. 3—they shall no more say, 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord: neither shall it come to mind; 
neither shall they visit it:—lBHeaven is God’s throne ; and earth is his 
footstool; and at that time, they shall call Jerusalem the throne of the 
Lord, and all the nations shall be gathered to it, to the name of the 
Lord, to Jerusalem ; that is, to heaven. The destruction of outward 
Jerusalem, the temple, sacrifices, and the old covenant, was propheci- 
ed: and ye were to be dispersed. We, who were not a people, are 
now the people of God; and you are provoked to jealousy by us. Is 
not Isaiah v. fulfilled on you: your vineyard laid waste, your sun and 
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moon darkened, and your stars fallen? Yeare not now the people oj 
God according to Ezekiel, ch. xxxiv. 20, &c., nor can ye be until ye get 
ftom God a new heart and new spirit within you; and the Lord wil! 
be inquired of to do this for you. Then, as is stated in ch. xxxvii. ye 
shall be God’s people, and ye shall have but one prince, and one shep- 
herd, for ever. Then all your children shall be taught of the Lord, 
the one shepherd, king, and prince; but not till your hearts are so 
changed, Isa. liv. 13. Thy maker, O Israel, shall be thy husband. Then 
thou wilt have the new covenant spoken of in Jer. xxxi. 31, and Isa. 
xlii. and vi. This new covenant will not be according to the old, which 
you brake ;—but this shall be the covenant, saith the Lord; I will put 
my law in their inward parts, and write it in their hearts, and will be 
their God, and they shall be my people, &c. ‘The Messiah, the Lord’s 
efect, on whom he puts his spirit, is given for a covenant of the people; 
fr a light to the Gentiles. He is a ight to many Gentiles, and a lead- 
er of the people. He is the glory of his people Israed in the spirit. He 
is king of the spiritual Jews. The Lord hath said he would gather 
his people from the mouth of his shepherds, and teach them himself, 
and set one king and shepherd over them.—And David called him 
Lord; yet he was his son—saying, the Lord said unto my Lord: sit 
thou on my right hand, until 1 make thy enemies thy footstool. ‘Thou 
art a high priest for ever, after the order of Milchisedeck—not 
witer the order of Aaron’s priesthood, which had beginning of days and 
end of time. He isgiven, says Isa. lv. 4, for a witness, leader, and com- 
mander to the people. And the sceptre was not to depart from Judah, 
nor a lawgiver from between his feet, until Shiloh come ;—to whom the 
gathering of the people shall be; Gen. xlix. 10. This sceptre is de- 
parted 1800 years; therefore Shiloh, the gatherer sent, has come. 

He, and not Joshua, (agreeably to Deut. xviii. 18, and xxxiv. 10,) is 
the prophet and law-giver, which God promised to Moses, to raise up from 
among you, like unto Moses. And Moses commanded you to hear this 
prophet, on pain of being cut off. This prophet having come, ye did 
not hear, and ye are cut off. 

When he came to you, his own people, ye received him not, but per- 
secated him as ye did the prophets. And you hid your faces from him, 
because he was a man of sorrows and acquainted with grief; and ful- 
tilled the 53d ch. of Isaiah. You afflicted him, yet he opened not his 
mouth; ye brought him forth as a lamb to the slaughter ; (who shall 
declare his generation?) he was cut off; he made his grave with the 
wicked and with the rich; he did no violence; neither was deceit 
found in his mouth. Ye mocked him, agreeably to Ps. xxii., ye pierc- 
ed his hands and feet, as prophecied by Zach. xii. 10, preferring a 
murderer to him. Ye gave him gall and vinegar to drink, Ps. lxix. 
21. And now David’s words, “ let their children be vagabonds,” are 
applicable to you. Ye proved him, in the way stated in the wisdom of 
Solomon, ch. ii., and put him to death, and did he not die, agreeable 
to the time mentioned in 2 Esdras, vii.? David said—God would not 
suffer his holy one to see corruption, nor was a bone of this paschal lamb 
broken ; therefore, after you crucified him, God raised him from the 
dead on the third day. He is the son of David, he is the king of glory, 
and now sits on the throne of David for evermore ; and his kingdom is 
mn the hearts of kis renewed ones, whom God hath begotten by his spirit. 
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Consider all these things ; and judge ye whether the Messiah bas 
come, and introduced a new covenant by his mediation, ax Moses inteo- 
duced the old covenant by his mediation. And whether his advent has 
not put an end to the sins and transgressions of the old covenant, by 
establishing the better one, of God’s holy spirit; agreeable to Dani#!, 
ix.24. Hebrews, ix. 15. Joel, ii. 28, &c. | G. F. 


Ertracts from the Sixteenth Report of the London Society for prompting 
Christianity among the Jews. 


Read at the Aunual Meeting, on Friday, May 17, 1824. 


Having now to lay before you the Proceedings of the Sixteenth year, 
your Committee will, as usual, advert, in the first place, to the princi 
occurrences which fall under the head of Domestic Intelligence. 

Your committee will here anticipate a question which is not unfre- 
quently asked—What is the Society doing at home? Is it gaining any 
ground among the Jews in England? ‘To this question your Commit- 
tee are happy in being able to reply, that, undoubtedly, there does ap- 
oa to be an increasing disposition to attention and inquiry among the 

ews in this country. Several facts indicate this. One is, that their 
Rabbies not unfrequently discuss points of controversy, and remark up- 
on the proceedings of the Society, in the pages of the Jewish Exposi- 
tor ; and these discussions and remarks are, for the most part, conduct- 
ed in a mild and temperate spirit. One of these writers, though avow- 
edly hostile to any attempt for the conversion of the Jews, candidly ai- 
lows “ your constant labour for several years past, to promote Chris- 
tianity among the Jews, must convince any Jew of understanding, that 
your motive is to please God.” And, though he by no means allows 
the Society the privilege of expecting success in its undertaking, it is 
not a little remarkable, that he acknowledges it to be “ true, and the 
belief of many of their learned men, that the time of the restoration of 
the Jews is nearly at hand.” 

In many instances, also, the Jews in England appear to take a mach 
more lively interest than formerly in the home proceedings of the So- 
ciety. Several of the Provincial Meetings, and Anniversary Sermons 
during the past year, have been attended by Jews. In the account et 
the Norwich Anniversary it is remarked, “ A great interest was excit- 
ed at several of the sermons, by the attendance of a number of Jews, 
who heard, with respectful attention and lively interest, what was de- 
livered to themselves, and respecting their nation.” And it is adde 
“ Some of them who attended had previously applied to an active fri 
of the cause for some of the publications of the Society, and evidently 
appeared concerned for their spiritual welfare.” At the Liverpool An- 
niversary, a sermon, preached expressly to the Jews, was attended hy 
from thirty to forty of them, and some pleasing conversation was held 
with them afterwards in the vestry. These things, though they are far 
from amounting to a proof of conversion, certainly evidence a dimiuu- 
tion, at least, of that rancour and hostility with which the proceedings 
of a Society like this would formerly have been regarded. 

Your Committee have also to report, with much pleasiye, that the 
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Monthly Leetures on the Old Testament Types, at the Episcopal Cha- 
pel, Bethnal-green, have always been attended by some, and occasion- 
ally by several Jews and Jewesses. 

On three of these occasions their attention has been called to the sub- 
ject of Christianity, in a way of all others most calculated to awaken 
in.their minds serious reflection about their own spiritual condition.— 
Your committee allude to the baptism of three Jews, which took place 
on the evenings of Monthly Lectures. Of these, two were English, the 
other a Polish Jew. ‘The case of the latter is, in some of its circum- 
stances, peculiarly interesting. 

He-_left Poland early in life, and had for many years travelled as a 
merchant in various countries. His attention having been called to 
the subject of Christianity, he resolved to examine the Scriptures for 
himself, and spent the whole time of his last voyage from Jamaica to 
England, in comparing the Old and New Testament together, with an 
earnest desire to be led into the truth. ‘The result was, what will ever 
be the case with the sincere inquirer, that he was convinced that Jesus 
of Nazareth was the Messiah of whom Moses and the Prophets did write, 
and in Him he found a Saviour exactly suited to the necessities of his 
awakened soul. After his arrival in England, he spent two months 
more in the diligent study of the Scriptures, when he became earnestly 
desirous of making a public profession of his faith. 

After considerable delays and difficulties, arising from his being a 
stranger in this country, he obtained an introduction to the Chaplain of 
the Episcopal Jews’ Chapel; a satisfactory testimony to his former 
character was obtained, and it appearing, after much examination, that 
there were sufficient grounds to hope he was now, through the grace of 
God, a sincere believer in all the fundamental doctrines of the Gospel, 
and truly desirous of devoting himself to the service of his Saviour, the 
erdinance of baptism was administered to him. About an hundred Jews 
were present on this interesting occasion. 

A fourth Jew, of whose sincerity satisfactory evidence had been af- 
forded, was baptized at Chichester, through the kind permission of the 
Lord Bishop of the Diocese, at the period of the Anniversary of the 
Auxiliary Society in ‘that city ; and on Easter Sunday a fifth made a 
similar profession of his faith at Manchester. Your Committee have 

ood reason to hope well of the sincerity of all these converts. 

The total number of Christian labourers at present employed under 
the direction of the Society, or in connection with it, is eighteen, a num- 
ber small, indeed, your committee readily allow, when compared with 
the magnitude and extent of the work to be performed. Yet, when it 
is remembered that, within a very few years, there was not asingle Mis- 
sionary from this country labouring among God’s ancient people, it will 
be deemed matter of devout thankfulness, that there should now be so 
many even as eighteen, and these, too, in connection with a single So- 
elety. 

The operations of your Society, let it not be overlooked, are still in 
their infancy ; yet are they sufficient to afford ample encouragement to 
those who have studied the analogy of the divine procedure, and have 
observed that in the economy of grace, no less than in that of nature, 
the most important results usually arise from small beginnings, and reach 
their maturity rather by a slow and gradual process, than by sudder 
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and overpowering displays of almighty power. The kingdom of heaven 
is compared, by Him who founded it upon earth, to a grain of mustard 
seed and to leaven. The progress of Christianity, from the time when 
its promulgation was confided to a few Galilean fishermen, has abun- 
dantly illustrated the truth of this comparison. And your committee 
see no just reason to believe that the final triumphs of the gospel will 
be achieved, by a course materially differing from that which has hi- 
therto been pursued. Only let there be fervent, persevering prayer in the 
promised effusion of the Spirit of God upon the church and the world, 
and the labours even of a few, whose hearts are devoted to their work, 
may be productive of incalculable good. 

With these observations your committee will now turn to the So- 
ciety’s Foreign Proceedings, during the last year. ‘These have been 
carried on chiefly in Holland, Germany, Prussia, Poland, The Medi- 
terranean, Palestine, and India. 

Germany.—During the course of last summer, Mr. T., at the request 
of your Committee, visited some parts of Germany, in company with 
Mr: M’Caul, then on his return to Poland. He has communicated 
several interesting facts in connection with this journey, some of which 
your committee will here notice. 

“On our way to Dusseldorf, we heard from a Protestant minister}. 
in one of the places we passed through, that there were two Jews in 
that town, who had read the German Hebrew Testdment with great 
attention, and he therefore was anxious that one who was thoroughly 
acquainted with the Jewish question, should converse with them. It’: 
may serve to show (adds Mr. 'T’.) how much the spirit of inquiry is ex- 
tending among the Jews, to observe, that in a place where not more 
than 80 Jews reside, two should be found who read the Scriptures of 
the New Testament diligently.” 

In a letter written towards the conclusion of his tour, Mr. T. says, 
“ Thus far we have reason to bless God, that wherever we have been, 
we have met with really Christian people, who were willing to show 
us kindness and Love for the Lord’s sake. But what is more to the 
purpose of our journey and of our communication is, that almost in 
every place we find some traces of the great work that is going on 
among the Jews at present, which we cannot but consider as prepara- 
tory for greater things, and at least hail as a sure token that we have 
not entered upon the great work in which we are engaged at all too 
soon. Wemeet with abundant proofs that the time to sow the seed is 


Sully come, and this is our business. For the rest, “The husband- 


man waiteth for the precious fruit of the earth, and hath long patience 
for it, until he receive the early and latter rain”—(James, v. 7.) and 
surely we may wait with patience for the spiritual harvest.” 

Mr. T. mentions one or two instances in confirmation of these re- 
marks. One is that of a Jewish servant-girl, who had been educated 
in a Christian school, and so much impressed with the prayer and cate- 
chism which she had there committed to memory, that she became anx- 
ious for further instruction, and expressed a desire to be baptized.— 
‘* We were very much affected,” says Mr. T. “by the deep interest she 
seemed to take in the conversation addressed to her, listening even 
with tears in her eyes, and appearing also to be very sensible of our 
kindness in expressing so much concern about the salvation of her soul.” 
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The mention of even such an insulated case as this, will not be 
deemed superfluous by those who know the degraded state of ignorance 
in which Jewish females are usually kept, and who consider the mighty 
influence which an improvement in their moral and intellectual condi- 
tion will have on that of the whole Jewish community. 

To the account first given, Mr. 'T. adds, “Just before we came away, 
M’Caul had some conversation with a Jewish teacher, who is neither 
baptized nor a candidate for baptism at present, but who seems to be 
earnestly inquiring about the way of salvation, and is besides very dili- 
gent in distributing tracts in the neighborhood in which he resides.— 
‘When he feels a concern, and labours, not only for his own soul’s health, 
but also for the souls of others, we cannot but hope he is under the 
teaching and guidance of the Holy Spirit, though he is yet in darkness 
on many important points. We should not be impatient to urge such 
persons forward, but should rather rejoice to see the work going on 
slowly and with deep deliberation, as then it is much more likely to be 
effectual and abiding. 

“This also seemed to be the case with another Jewish teacher whe 
called upon us at Cologne. He had been much impressed by a conver- 
sation with Gericke, (who was employed by the Edinburgh society,) 
about half a year ago, more especially by being urged with the curse of 
the law. (Deut. xxvii. 26.) He appeared to have clearer views of 
the nature of vital godliness, and of the distinguishing marks of the real 
christian character than any Jew we have met with; but was yet hesitat- 
ing about being baptized on account of his wife, who would leave him, 
or be taken from him, the instant he took such a decisive step : and he 
said, (apparently much affected) that his faith was not yet strong enough 
fo enable him to endure the separation. He seemed also to be using 
every method to promote her conversion.” 

A circumstance which renders this last-mentioned fact peculiarly in- 
teresting is, that Mr. Geericke, (the Missionary alluded to,) after spend- 
ing some time in that part of Germany, had quitted it in despair, because 
he saw no fruit of his labours. “ And yet,” says Mr. Thelwall, “ we 
had not been a fortnight within the circuit in which he had laboured, 
before we met with this very interesting proof that his labours had not 
been in vain !”’ Mr. T.’s remark upon this is just and useful. “ This 
is a very plain lesson to us, and to the Society at large, to have more 
faith, and more patience. Let us arise, and be doing, for in due season 


‘we shall reap, if we faint not.” Mr. T. afterwards learnt, that in Meck- 


tenburg also, Jews had been awakened by Mr. Gericke’s preaching. 
In the course of their journey, Mr. T. found repeated occasion to la- 
ment the indifference with which the spiritual state of the Jews is too 
often regarded by the Christians among whom they live; and the ig- 
norance, thence arising, of the actual opportunities of useful exertions 
in their behalf. The following is a striking instance of this kind. At 
one of the places at which they stopped, “we were told,” says Mr. T. 
“that it is quite in vain to attempt any thing for the Jews there, as 
they were so imbittered that they would not listen to us. So we heard. 
Now for the facts. Being delayed in the place longer than we intend- 
ed, Mr. M’Caul took the opportunity of going into.the synagogue on 
Friday evening. One of the Jews, whom he had imet before, beckoned 
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to him and made room for him, and (knowing that he was an English- 
man) gave him an Hebrew and English Prayer-book. At the end of 
the service, on returning it, he remarked that it was a pity these pray- 
ers, many of which are so beautiful, should be repeated in such a hur- 
ried and irreverent manner. This led into some conversation on the 
nature of prayer, and the seriousness and solemnity with which sinners 
should address themselves to God. During this conversation, about 
twenty Jews gathered round, and Mr. M’Caul took occasion to remind 
them that they were all sinners. This they admitted. Then he urged 
them further, that they were all under the curse, (Deut. xxvii. 26,) which 
they also admitted; but some began (though in a very mild tone) to 
reason away the fearful nature and meaning of that curse, but not being 
able to support their position from Scripture, they were soon put to si- 
lence. Mr. M’Caul proceeded to say, it behoved them to consider how 
they could be delivered from that curse. “Now,” said he, “if you 
would come to us Christians, we would tell you that we have a Saviour 
who had died for our sins, and reconciled us to God by his blood, and we 
would invite you to build your hope on the same ground, and to rejoice 
in the same consolation.”” And thus he spoke to them about fifteen or 
twenty minutes, all listening with the greatest respect and attention, no 
one contradicting or gainsaying ; but on the contrary, seeming all to 
take it as an act of kindness and love, that he had thus spoken. And 
the next day one of them followed him in the streef, and at length went 
upto him and spoke tohim. Thisman appeared to have been deeply.’ 
impressed, to be under real concern about his soul, and plainly asked, °- 

at last, what he must do to be saved. All the other Jews also who met 
him, took off their hats, and bowed respectfully ; and we heard, also, 
that on Saturday evening they went to the synagogue with great books 
under their arms, prepared for controversy.” 

It was intimated in the last report, that the attention of your Com- 
mittee had been earnestly called, by several of their correspondents in 
Germany, to the expediency of opening an Asylum for Jewish converts, 
and that a plan of an institution, embracing this object, had been sub- 
mitted to their consideration. 

Mr. Marc, the Society’s Missionary at Frankfort, states, that Mr. 
Von Meir (the distinguished friend of Israel in that city, so often men- 
tioned in the Reports of your Committee) is convinced of the necessity 
of providing some place of refuge for inquiring or converted Jews, and 
that, without it, all the Continental Societies will become ineffectual. 

Another Missionary, alluding to an institution of this kind already 
established, gives, at some length, his opinion of the expediency of such 
a measure. He says, “ It would be highly desirable that similar insti- 
tutions should be established, wherever Societies exist for promoting 
Christianity amongst the Jews, that poor Jews, after their transition, 
may there find useful employment, and Christians also be relieved from 
a great deal of trouble and care. An excellent effect of these institu- 
tions would also be this, that Christian Jews, removed from all their 
former connexions, would there find the best cure for their natural ha- 
bits of idleness and yagrancy, and be led to regular industry. Unless 
such a measure be adopted and carried into effect, I do not see how 
Societies for the conversion of the Jews, can be rendered beneficial for 
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the largest body of them, the poor, who yet are as well, nay better pre- 
pared for Christianity, than the rich; and who, from the beginning of 
the New Covenant, have been the true objects of the preaching of the 
gospel. I know a great number of poor Jewish families, and also of un- 
married individuals, who, fully convinced of the truth of christianity, 
are only by their poverty prevented from making a public profession 
of their faith, because by so doing they would be deprived of every 
means of support. Nay, Ihave been informed in Hamburgh, of a 
mournful case of a poor father of a family who, by the reading of the 
New ‘l'estament, became thoroughly convinced of the truth of Christian- 
ity ; but in consequence of his numerous family, which, together with him- 
self, was depending for support upon Jewish generosity, dared not make 
a public profession, and irom mental anxiety became insane. There 
is no reason to fear that the prospects opened to the poor Jews by an 
institution of that kind, should make them hypocrites. I know the Jews 
too well to apprehend such a consequence. A prospect of a life of la- 
bour and fatigue is no bait for the idle and vain Jew, and little calcula- 
ted to make an hypocrite of him.” 

Prussia.—Y our committee will now turn your attention to Prussia; 
which yearly assumes a more important rank among the foreign asso- 
ciates of your Society, not only in reference to the numerous Jews re- 
sident within the Prussian dominions, but also as a centre of communi- 
cation with the surrounding countries. 

The Berlin Society for promoting Christianity among the Jews con- 
tinues to enjoy the most decided marks of the favour of his Prussian 
Majesty. He has given his sanction to the laws drawn up for Auxilia- 
ry and Branch Societies—permitted the correspondence of the latter 
to pass free of postage—granted to a Missionary, sent out by the Cen- 
tral Society, a free passport through the whole sphere of his mission— 
and, as astill more distinguished token of his approbation, condescend- 
ed to accept the office of god-father to two Israelites, who were public- 
ly baptized in his capital. | 

The Berlin Society has printed 3000 copies of the New Testament 
in German-Hebrew, trom stereotype plates furnished by your Society ; 
in consideration of which, and of many other important services ren- 
dered by that Institution to the general objects of your Society, your 
committee have deemed it their duty to vote a donation of £100 to its 
assistance, in addition to £200 formerly granted. 

The interests of the Society have been most essentially promoted by 
the labours of Professor Tholuck, whose appointment as its representa- 
tive at Berlin, was noticed in the last Report. His time, talents, and 
extensive acquirements in Oriental literature, are largely occupied in 
publications of various kinds designed to further the cause of Jew- 
ish conversion. Amongst others, he has commenced a periodical 
work in German, similar to the Jewish Expositor, entitled “ The Friend 
of Israel!” its object being (as he himself beautifully expresses it) “to 
fill Israel with love to the Saviour, and the friends of the Saviour with 
love to Israel.”” Your committee cannot but augur well of an under- 
taking commenced in so truly Christian a spirit, and with an aspiration 
so devout as that which closesthe prospectus of the work : 

“ May the spirit ofthe Lord raise many affectionate supporters of this 
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work, to the end that by this means, also, the time may be hastened when 
it will appear that God hath concluded all in unbelief, that he might 
have mercy upon all. But let every strife against Israel be the strife of 
the love of Christ ! In the same spirit by which our wicked heart has 
been overcome by the Lord, we will overcome Israel. If Saul has slain 
a thousand, David will slay ten thousand !” 

Professor T. anticipates a favourable reception of his work among 
the more civilized Jews in Germany, and expresses his hope that it 
will strengthen the bonds of harmony among the several Associations 
engaged in the common cause, to each of which he has sent a copy, 
with a request that they would open a correspondence with him.. He 
proposes, also, to render his Public Lectures subservient to the refuta- 
tion of prevailing errors on the subject of Judaism, and to the extension 
of just and enlightened views on the question of Jewish improvement. 
May the Lord abundantly bless the labours of this learned and truly 
Christian Professor ! 

It is peculiarly gratifying to your Committee to be able to lay before 
you the decided testimony of this learned Professor, to the great work 
of God which is now going on amongst the Jews in that part of the Con 
tinent, and to the blessing with which the efforts of Christians for their 
conversion have been rewarded. 

In a letter dated the ist of February, in the present year, he states, 
that the number of Jews instructed and baptized in Berlin alone, in the 
course of the last eighteen months, amounts to fifty ; and that the atten- 





tion of the public to the Berlin Society, and to the state of the people of |< ° 


Israel, is evinced by the transmission of many publications from various 
quarters, relative to the conversion of the Jews. More frequent contri- 
butions also in support of their object have lately been received. 

Amongst the baptisms which have taken place at Berlin within the 
period just mentioned, two have attracted very particular attention, and 
exhibit, in a striking light, the great importance of the Society in that 
capital, as a point of concourse to inquiring Jews from various parts of 
the Continent. The following account of the facts alluded to was 
transmitted to your Committee by a valuable correspondent, who was 
at Berlin at the time of their occurrence. 

The account is dated April 7, 1823, and is as follows : 

“ Notwithstanding that five Missionaries had laboured at Berditchef, 
a town of Russian Poland, no fruits of their labours appeared, and they 
were wholly discouraged. All left the place: at that instant two young 
Jews breeding up to rabbinism, and, as usual, advantageously married, 
who had had intercourse with some of the Missionaries, abandoned 
every thing for the cross of their Messiah; and being advised by Mr. 
Moritz, to go to Berlin, become a place of Christian refuge for Israel- 
ites since the formation of the Society there, they repaired thither, but, 
on account of their deviations from the straight line of road, which they 
found it necessary, or deemed it expedient to make to effect their pur- 
pose, by a journey through Memel of 1300 miles, reaching Berlin early 
in the Jast autumn. They obtained there religious instruction, distin- 
guished themselves greatly by their piety, humility, modesty, and in- 
dustry, and were publicly baptized there early in the spring. Their 
Royal Hignesses the Princes, the three eldest sons of his Prussian Ma- 
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jesty, and many persons high in rank and office, were their sponsors. 

he testimonies in favour of their sincerity, from all those who had any 
intercourse with them, were strong and unanimous, and the evidence of 
tacts entirely corroborates it. They sacrificed wives, children, fortune, 
home, family, reputation, and esteem and love of friends, beginning 
their new and uncertain career by such a journey as alone was enough 
to terrify men bred up so helpless and ignorant of worldly things as 
the rabbies are; for these young men, for instance, had not even been 
allowed to learn the language of the land of their birth and residence, 
being still wholly ignorant of the Polish speech. They are learning the 
trade of bookbinders, and it is proposed for them to set them up as 
bookbinders and stationers, and possibly as teachers of the German lan- 
guage, of which they had already some knowledge, through the Jewish 
vernacular jargon in their native town, to which they willingly assent.” 

‘The manner in which these two Israelites were led by the providence 
of God, out of the darkness in which they were educated into the light 
of the Gospel, is too striking to be wholly omitted. One of them, a 
Rabbi, was bred up from his childhood in the study of the Talmud. 
Yet, from hearing his grandfather pray for the speedy advent of the 
Messiah, he was led himself to pray fervently, though ignorantly, for 
that event. In vain his father and grandfather sought to confine him 
fo the study of the Talmud, “that horrible chain of darkness (as he 
himself calls it) by which Satan holds fettered millions of the descen- 
dants of Abraham.” Roused bya raging epidemical disease to over- 
whelming alarm at the thoughts of death and a day of judgment, he went 
from place to place, in vain seeking rest to his afflicted conscience. 
Yielding to the solicitations of his aged relatives, (who were both rever- 
ed as learned rabbies, and eminent saints,) he consulted the Talmud 
again and again, but tono purpose. “ The Spirit of God,” he says, “ did 


not suffer me to indulge in a false rest of mind, in order that I might be 


fed to the true and lasting rest in Christ Jesus.” His attention was 
first directed to Christianity by hearing a child, in a Christian school, 
repeating from his Catechism the ‘Ten Commandments, and pronounc- 
iug the name of Jehovah. Surprised at this, and thinking, as he ex- 
a it, “ that the Christians also might worship Jehovah without 
eing subject to so severe acts of penance as the Jews,” he obtained 
the sight of a Russian Catechism, which he put away as soon as read. 
In this state of mind he received very unexpectedly, from a most inti- 
mate friend at Berditcheff, a parcel containing a Hebrew New Testa- 
ment, several tracts, and a letter informing him of the arrival of two 
German Missionaries, who distributed small books, and proved from 
passages of the Holy Scriptures, that the Messiah had already appear- 
ed, and that Jesus, whom the Gentiles worship, was he. “1 scarcely 
had perused these lines,” says he, “ but I eagerly fell upon the New 
‘Testament, read it in connection with the tracts, and compared the pas- 
sages of the Old Testament there quoted; which indeed could only be 
done in secret and before day-break, to prevent my being seen by my 
Rabbin. How great was my astonishment,” he adds, “ when I found 
the passages of the Old Testament there quoted, so completely fulfilled 


in the New !” After much study and serious deliberation, he at length — 


determined to set out for Berlin, there to get more thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with Christianity, and to be baptized
